Fifteen Days 


E had, last week, a letter from a subscriber 

in Pennsylvania, which we think deserves 
serious examination. Our correspondent encloses 
a clipping, in which a sports writer asks, “What 
must a jockey do to get his mount disqualified in 
the Kentucky Derby?” and writes: 

The attached clipping from the May 4 issue of the 
Philadelphia Record is, I imagine, typical of a hundred 
others that have appeared in as many metropolitan 
newspapers since last Saturday. That the Kentucky 
Derby of glorious memory and romantic tradition has 
been permitted to degenerate into a free-for-all be- 
tween mounted hoodlums is a sad, sad state of affairs, 
but that fact that the offending jockeys “got away” 
with mayhem—15 days suspension is a mere slap on the 
wrist—is an even sadder commentary on the supposed 
rigidity of the respective backbones of racing’s gov- 
ernors, 

First, the Derby of 1933, then the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap of 1956. and now the Derby of May 2, 36. 
few more important (and highly publicized) races like 
these three, and the racehorse will join the dodo and 
the iguarodon as Exhibit C. in the section of the 
museums devoted to extinct animals. 


The racegoing public is long-suffering, but it is the 
men and women who have little contact with the sport 
and whose impressions are formed by just such edi- 
torials as the one attached, who will eventually deter- 
mine racing’s future via the ballot box. 

It is rather difficult to avoid contrasting the admir- 
able qualities of the Thoroughbred with those dis- 
played by some of his so-called masters, for the Thor- 
oughbred possesses both courage and _ intelligence. 
Can it be that some racing officials, like a very cow- 
ardiy and very stupid French king, are saying, “After 
me, the deluge”? 

For some reason the writer does not mention 
Frank Mann's flying-trapeze act on Discovery’s 
saddle cloth in the Massachusetts Handicap last 
year, for which that rider received a 30-day sus- 
pension. Perhaps, too, he has overlooked the fact 
that beside the three jockeys who were suspended 
15 days each for their Derby performances, there 
have been six other suspensions, each for five 
days, for foul riding during the first eight days 
of the Churchill Downs meeting. Perhaps these 
omissions were prompted by the fact that the 
writer realized that if he mustered all the in- 
stances of insufficiently punished foul riding in 
recent years, these pages would hardly contain 
the result. 


For the fact simply is, beyond any reasonable 
denial, that there has not been adequate penalty 
issued for flagrant foul riding on American 
tracks in the last two or three years. We do 


not speak of race “fixing” or kindred violations 
of the sporting code, but simply of unfair riding 
tactics in competition. There has even been, on 
the part of some writers, a tendency to condone 
fouling, because it ‘shows that the boys are try- 
ing.” Such an attitude, of course, is worse than 
that of the unfair riders, but is exists. 


We do not think that stewards need to begin, 
or even should begin, with a Kentucky Derby 
or a Santa Anita Handicap. Discipline is no Sat- 
urday matter; it should begin on Monday. A 
foul in a claiming race for a $700 purse should 
be punished as promptly and as severely as a 
foul in the Saturday stakes. The average jockey 
rides in 50 overnight races to one stakes, and it 
is foolish to suppose, if he is allowed to ride un- 
fairly, even in the slightest, in the 50, that he 
will reform for the more publicized stakes fea- 
tures. What is required, in other words, is not 
so much officials who will have the courage to 
disqualify the winner of an outstanding stakes, 
as officials who will have the vigilance and the 
energy to watch always for foul riding, and who 
will punish it promptly and severely when it 
occurs. 


Instead of this, the policy has been to minimize 
unfairness. For this purpose the phrase “rough 
riding” has been invented. The rules of racing 
do not contain such a phrase. Sometimes stew- 
ards have explained failure to act by saying 
that no protest was made. Rule 202 of the Rules 
of Racing (in Kentucky) reads: “The Stewards 
must take cognizance of foul riding, whether 
complaint is made or not. ” Now neither 
five-day penalties, nor 15-day penalties, are ade- 
quate punishment for fouls, but even more im- 
portant is certainty of punishment. The greatest 
factor encouraging foul riding is that many fouls 
are disregarded, either as not being serious, or 
as not interfering with the result of the race. If 
every foul were punished, both by disqualifica- 
tion of the horse, and long suspension for the 
rider when the foul is intentional, boys would ride 
less carelessly, and trainers would not put up 
jockeys who were likely to get their mounts dis- 
qualified. It isn’t pleasant—no disciplinary 
measures are—but it's vital to the sport.

A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 


PRIL 30. On all hands one sees friends leav- 

ing for the focal spot of national attention, 
Louisville. We who are busy on the farms find 
it impossible to get away at this time. The race 
would suit us better in June, after our heavy 
responsibilities are over for awhile. All our 
lawns have been mowed around the stables this 
morning and it is a great improvement. The 
bare spots have had grass seed sown on them. 


MAY 1. Today we moved the 18 yearlings fillies 
up to the training stable, in the three-horse van. 
Though it is only a three-mile run, the education 
in the van is useful to the youngsters. We took 
all the needed time and there was no hurry and 
no trouble. This afternoon we have moved 12 
of the mares and foals to the upper farm. The 
home paddocks have had hard grazing, if one 
could call it that, all winter and spring, and now 
they will get a month’s rest. 


May 2. Derby Day. Today I have spent an 
interesting, though arduous, day, acting as judge 
in a horse show devoted entirely to kids under 
21. It is a treat to watch the interest and keen- 
ness of these youngsters, and anyone who thinks 
that my colleague and I did not have a task, had 
better try placing 42 Thoroughbred hacks, all in 
one class. A mere 71 hunters came out in an- 
other class and we were constantly at it from 
10 o’clock to 6:30 p. m. 


MAY 3. It is very quiet in the stud yard to- 
day, all but a few mares and foals being at the 
upper farm. One has ample time to study the 
papers and consider the aftermath of the Derby. 
As I expected, and so wrote, the “Widener jinx” 
beat Brevity. One cannot help comparing the 
riding in our classic races here with the riding 
in these events over the water. Why the boys 
cannot learn to “run a straight course’ I do 
not know. It’s mighty hard on an owner, as well 
as on the trainer and the breeder of a horse like 
Brevity or Granville, to have years of effort 
spoiled by a pig-headed punk. 

MAY 4. The peace of Sunday night was rudely 
shattered last night by the arrival of filly number 
19. And what a game lass she is. In over a score 
of years watching mares foal I have never had 
a case like last night’s. I had had a hunch for a 
week that there was trouble impending with this 
mare and was not at all surprised when only the 
off fore foot was presented, followed by a whack- 
ing big head. Manual investigation showed the 
other foot to be turned under the brisket with the 
leg doubled forward at the knee. In spite of ef- 
forts it was impossible to get the foal back so as 
to pull up the leg into the proper position, and the 
foal was as lively as a cricket all the time, some 
45 minutes, that I was trying to get her out. As 
a last resort I determined to risk losing the foal 
to save the mare, so tied one rope around the 
foal’s neck and one around the fetlock of the leg 
that was out, both ropes being tied to a stout 
ringbolt on the stall wall. With plenty of olive oil 
poured in for a lubricant, we pushed the mare 
away from the wall and out came the filly. She 
was quickly loosened and turned on her back and 
fore iegs manipulated back and forth while she 
was well rubbed with straw at the same time. In 
short order she was as right as a trivet and in 20 
minutes was up. The mare stayed up while the 
stall was cleaned and ate a mash and enjoyed a 
good warm toddy. She, too, is doing well.

May 5. Just one more mare to foal. Filly num- 
ber 20 arrived without untoward incident about 
1:00 a. m. this morning, not a bad little thing at 
all. The yellow mustard weed is appearing in the 
fields, and today we are pulling them up by the 
roots. The chain-harrowing is going along fast 
now, for we have a tractor hitched to the harrow. 
The implement is doing a great amount of good, 
filling the holes made by horses’ feet in the bad 
weather, and spreading the droppings. 

May 6. Our Man o’ War filly had a bit of bad 
luck today. Something running in the field with 
her must have jumped on her from behind, just 
skinning the outer edge of the tendon of the near 
hind leg. She is bandaged up like an oldster to- 
night, with a wet pack under the bandage. A 
smart little thing, she lies down with no one 
holding her, and allows her leg to be bandaged 
and dressed. Nor has she attempted to bite off 
the bandage or bother it at all, though it must 
be irksome to have it on her leg. She should be 
well again in a couple of weeks.

ODDS AND ENDS - 


Still Brevity 


HE 1936 38-year-old title will not be decided 

until the renewal of the Belmont Stakes, 
$50,000 mile and a half special at Belmont Park 
on June 6, if then. It is the popular theory: 

(a) That Brevity and not the successful Bold 
Venture was the best horse in the Derby. 

(b) That the two are far and away the best of 
the 3-year-olds shown to date of the season. 

(c) That Bold Venture has a “lock’’ on the 
Preakness with Brevity not nominated. 

(d) That after settling their private feud, the 
winner, whether he is Brevity or Bold Venture, 
will have to beat Red Rain to read his title 
claim clearly. 

That is the popular theory. Old Rosebud’s own 
theory, in case anyone’s interested, is that Brevity 
is one of those exceedingly rare phenomena, a 
speedster which can stay. And that he hasn’t been 
overrated here, because anyone will have to admit 
that: 

(a) Any horse which can run in :4545 and 
1:10%5 at Louisville has surpassing speed. 

(b) Any horse which can run a last eighth in 
712, going nine in 1:48'5 leading throughout, 
must be a stayer. 

(c) Any horse which runs as Brevity did in the 
Champagne and Derby is dead game. 

(d) Any horse which can outrun Chance Sun 
in it can mud. 

(e) Any horse with such perfect action has to 
be something extra special.

ye just by way of demonstrating that he will 
admit he’s wrong when proven, wrong, this 
department believes this an appropriate time and 
place to confess to having been mistaken not 
only about Tintagel’s ability to stay, but also 
about Mower’s prospects of becoming a top-flight 
3-year-old and Preakness-Belmont hope. The 
last-named of George Odom’s charges disap- 
pointed sadly in New England in two recent mile 
and 70 yard tests. In the first of these, he estab- 
lished a fast pace, then was beaten a neck by the 
third-rate Tugboat Frank, from the Joe L. Rob- 
erts barn, a 14.2 hands Texas winter campaigner 
which was claimed for a mere $1,500 from Doc 
Riddle last year. Mower came back in even cheap- 
er company to again set a fast pace, then fold 
and finish fifth, the winner turning up in the 
$2,000 plater Gay Edward, a thing that had been 
unplaced to steady old Stone Martin a few days 
earlier in the ‘'Gansett meeting. Nevertheless, 
Jamaica George Odom has two shifty sprinters 
in the 1935 Futurity winner and Mrs. Stewart's 
Mower. It appears that the main strength of the 
establishment this year again rests with its sev- 
eral promising juveniles. 


Riders 

ROOKLYN Hirsch Jacobs was the outstand- 

ing trainer and Syrian Johnny Gilbert the 
outstanding rider of the Jamaica meeting, the 
brightest in the recent history of that Metro- 
politan Jockey Club course. Gilbert, champion 
jockey of 1932, was never in better form, riding 
four triples in four days and five at the meeting. 
Jacobs, leading American trainer for three years, 
saddled the winners of about one-fifth of the 
Jamaica races. He's leading trainer to date for 


- - By Old Rosebud 
1936. Ira Hanford, 18-year-old youngster who 
piloted Bold Venture to his Derby triumph, was 
leading Jamaica rider when set down fifteen 
days at Louisville. Hirsch has plenty of praise for 
Hanford, who is under contract to his 23-year-old 
daughter, Mary, saying that his lone mistake in 
the Derby was in rushing his mount too fast 
taking the lead. This as it proved, was not a 
costly error. 


Narragansett Park 


HE New England racing season began en- 
couragingly at Narragansett Park, the most 
successful of New England courses. The opening 
day handle this year was $522,725, with eight 
races and the daily double, as against $492,394 
for the first Saturday in 1935, the meeting last 
year opening on Wednesday with a handle of 
$357,311. Walter O’Hara’s track boasts the most 
elaborate motion picture camera eye and timing 
device in the country, the invention of Harry I. 
Day. This is one camera which cannot be charg- 
ed with favoring horses finishing in any part of 
the track. O’Hara predicts that all attendance 
and wagering records at his track will be broken 
this year. The top one-day tote play is the $868,- 
487 last September 2. Narragansett crowds now 
are being augmented not only by fans commuting 
from Boston on the several daily race specials, 
but also by about 500 each Wednesday and Sat- 
urday from New York and Connecticut, journey- 
ing to the course on the Narragansett Flyer. This 
train may spur advocates of New York mutuels 
to greater activity if run daily, as O’Hara pre- 
dicts it soon will be.

Ultimus and Ariel 


REEDERS who own Ultimus mares must 
have worn satisfied smiles when noting that 

Sation, winner of the Jamaica Handicap, and 
Bold Venture, Derby winner, both are from 
daughters of that inbred stallion. Last week 
Milky Way Farm (Mrs. Ethel V. Mars) uncover- 
ed a very promising juvenile in Case Ace, a son 
of *Teddy and one of Ultimus’ swiftest daugh- 
ters, Sweetheart. He stepped four and a half 
furlongs in:53 at Louisville. This was a $10,000 
yearling acquisition. While Ultimus mares are 
coming to the fore more strongly than ever, a 
young stallion of another old-fashioned American 
family, Ariel, son of Eternal, is rapidly gaining 
fame through the deeds of his 2-year-olds. The 
crop now includes three unbeaten youngsters, 
headed by the world record holder of three- 
eighths in:33, Airflame, with four starts and four 
victories. The other two are fillies, Kentucky 
Wonder and Planetoid, each with three victories 
in as many starts. Planetoid joined the stakes 
winning ranks in the Jeanne D’ Arc in Rhode 
Island. The Ariels aren’t cup horses, but they can 
really run. 
DYNAMITE 

Into the court of Recorder Leonce Plante, 
Montreal, Mrs. Joe St. Jacques brought her hus- 
band, complaining that he threatened to throw 
at her some dynamite which he was using to treat 
his horse, a sufferer from asthma. Recorder 
Plante ordered St. Jacques to give up the dyna- 
mite, asked after the horse. “It relieved his 
asthma, and made him go much faster,” said St. 
Jacques.

ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, APRIL 27. 
Epsom 
HERE are two opinions regarding the race- 
course at Epsom where we foregathered last 
week for the spring fixture—April 21, 22, and 23. 
Disgruntled backers are apt to say hard things 
about the conformation of the track; and I have 
heard a number of fair judges who, enamored of 
wide expanse and fair flat galloping of New- 
market Heath, deride Epsom as the scene of the 
world’s greatest race. I do not agree with these 
critics, it being my opinion that the mile and a 
half of the Derby course is the finest test that can 
be applied to a Thoroughbred. The track pro- 
vides collar work and downhill galloping in near- 
ly equal proportions, and demands ability to keep 
balanced and to gallop smoothly round the bend 
culminating in Tattenham Corner. It brings every 
muscle into play, and a horse that can win over 
this mile and a half can act well on any track. 
In my opinion, every good racehorse should pos- 
sess sufficient versatility to win at Epsom. I 
fear that we did not pay much heed to the nat- 
ural beauties of the glorious Surrey Downs at 
the spring meeting last week. The weather ex- 
perts said that it was the coldest April spell for 
95 years, and I’m not challenging the statement. 
We had a mixture of hail, rain, and snow, com- 
bined with a bitter wind that entirely negated the 
occasional appearances of the sun. The atten- 
dance on each of the three days was about the 
thinnest on record, but I believe the business 
transacted at the bars was up to average. In 
fact, I know a number of visitors who stepped 
from car to bar and never saw a race! 


Dead Heat 


HESE fair-weather sportsmen missed some 

first class racing. On the opening afternoon 
we saw the prettiest race imaginable for the 
Great Metropolitan (2',-mile handicap) re- 
sulting in a dead-heat between Lord Stanley's 
Oaks winner, Quashed (130 pounds), and Lady 
Nuttall’s 6-year-old gelding Jack Tar (104). 
Corcna-Corona, was three lengths away, third in 
a field of 19. The big disappointment was Crawley 
Wood, which carried the same weight as Quashed 
and was confidently backed to win the race for 
the second year in succession. He never threaten- 
ed danger and finished in the ruck. 

Jack Tar is by Jackdaw out of Ellel, by Louvois. 
He is quite a useful staying handicapper, and it 
was a wonderfully good performance on the part 
of Quashed to give him 26 pounds and make a 
dead-heat of it. In another stride, the filly would 
have won outright. By Obliterated out of the late 
Lord Coventry’s Cambridgeshire winner, Verdict, 
Quashed is stigmatized as a “half-bred’’, but there 
is no more genuine stayer in training. It seems 
a far cry trom the Great Metropolitan to the 
Ascot Gold Cup, but the Stanley House stable 
will be lucky if they find a better representative 
than Quashed in the big race on the Royal Heath. 
They have Plassy and Bobsleigh also in the race, 
but in no circumstances would I fancy the latter 
to beat the filly. Bobsleigh is always going to do 
something big——-Quashed does it.

City and Suburban 
HERE were 18 runners for the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap, (1!, miles). A critical pad- 
dock inspection revealed Guinea Gap, Finalist,

Rippon Tor, His Reverence, and the dapper 
Pricket as the best looking candidates, and it 
surprised me, on returning to the ring, to find 
that Highlander had supplanted the well-handi- 
capped Rippon Tor as favorite. Backers were 
wide of the mark, for Highlander never showed 
with a chance, and the race was won from end to 
end by His Reverence. I have seen many horses 
make every post a winning one in City and Sub- 
urban contests, but none has won with greater 
ease than did His Reverence. The game and con- 
sistent Guinea Gap was second, beaten three 
lengths, with Rippon Tor a length away third, 
and Pegasus fourth. I am sure that Rippon Tor 
will improve on the form. He should be given an 
easy race in a maiden plate to give him confl- 
dence and then I think he would set up a nice 
sequence of wins. He looked like making a fight 
of it with the leader a furlong and a half from 
home, but did not seem to know what was requir- 
ed of him. 

His Reverence was confirming the superiority 
he showed over Guinea Gap on two occasions 
last year, but because he had not been in public 
this season he was allowed to start at odds of 
100 to 7. A handsome chestnut son of the Pom- 
mern horse, Duncan Gray, he is out of Reveren- 
tia, by Grand Parade. On occasions His Rever- 
ence has performed as though he has a will of his 
own, and there is a look about him that does not 
altogether inspire confidence, but there can be no 
question that he is a wonderfully good handi- 
capper on his day. Just the sort for a Cambridge- 
shire in fact-—-and this may be the idea of his 
trainer and part owner, the Hon. G. Wellesley.

Nonsuch Stakes 


Php more interesting than the two big handi- 
caps at Epsom was the Nonsuch Stakes, a 
mile affair for 3-year-olds which was won by the 
Aga Khan's second string for the Derby, Taj 
Akbar. Gordon Richards rode this nippy son of 
Fairway and Taj Shirin, and he led all the way to 
hold off the late challenge of the inexperienced 
Rhodes Scholar, and win by three parts of a 
length. 

I very much doubt if Taj Akbar will ever again 
beat Rhodes Scholar, which is a beautiful quali- 
ty colt by Pharos out of the St. Leger winner 
Book Law. Thus he is brother in blood to Pay 
Up, by Fairway (full brother to Pharos) out of 
Book Debt (full sister to Book Law). Probably 
through lack of experience Rhodes Scholar got 
a little unbalanced coming down the hill, but he 
was putting in some telling work as he met the 
rise to the winning post, and I am well satisfied 
that he will stay the Derby distance. He is owned 
by Lord Astor, and maybe he will prove better 
than Pay Up and Double Remove in the premier 
classic on May 27. Zelmos ran unplaced in this 
Nonsuch Stakes, discounting the form of Noble 
King, his conqueror in the Greenham Plate at 
Newbury. 


Sandown Park 


ROM Epsom, we went to nearby Sandown 
Park where Jack Jarvis won the two chief 
races for 3-year-olds with Calder and Silver Crest. 
The former, which was unplaced to Monument at 
the Craven Meeting at Newmarket, won the 
Tudor Stakes in very easy fashion. An improving 
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son of Apelle, Calder is owned by Lord Rosebery, 
and his only classic engagement is the St. Leger. 
Silver Crest is a stylish grey colt by Fairway, 
and gets his Color from his dam, Silver Mist, 
which is by Craig an Eran out of Silver Queen by 
The Tetrarch. Silver Crest carried 116 pounds in 
this Esher Cup, a mile handicap, and won clever- 
ly from another Fairway colt, Fairplay, with 
Black Domino third and Red Hot Poker, 
Mail, Disgrace, and Mendicant Friar close up, 
finishing in the order written. Esher Cup form 
invariably works out well, which is the reason 
why I quote the first seven past the judge. Black 
Domino, which was none too lucky in running, is 
owned by Marshall Field and is by Sansovino out 
of Black Ray. A 2-year-old half-brother in the 
same ownership, Foray (by Tetratema out of 
Black Ray), won the Sandown Park Stud Pro- 
duce Stakes later in the afternoon in the style of 
a very useful 


CALIF ORNIA 


BAY MEADOWS 

HE current week is the last for the 25-day 

meeting at Bay Meadows, and with May 16 
California racing at the major tracks will end for 
the season. Thereafter western racing will move 
to Seattle, though Longacres does not open until 
July 4. Though apparently successful, the Bay 
Meadows venture lost something by being held so 
late in the spring, as most of the eastern horses 
had left the Coast by the end of Tanforan’s ses- 
sion. Notable exceptions were Top Row and 
*Azucar, which remained apparently for the two 
$10,000 handicaps offered at Tanforan and Bay 
Meadows respectively. Neither was successful, 
as Indian Broom upset the Baroni racer, and 
Special Agent took the measure of *Azucar, as 
related below, in the Bay Meadows stakes. 

Two stakes will be offered on Bay Meadows’ 
closing day. The Nursery Stakes will engage the 
juveniles at the San Mateo track, with the San 
Jose Handicap offered for older horses. Neither 
is likely to attract a particularly good field. 


NEW TRACK PLANNED 

A new race track near Bing Crosby’s Rancho 
Santa Fe at Del Mar is planned. The radio- 
motion picture star and associates in Hollywood, 
San Diego, and Los Angeles have filed articles 
of incorporation for the Del Mar Turf Club with 
the secretary of state at Sacramento. The club 
is capitalized at $250,000. Directors named in- 
clude, in addition to Crosby, his brother Everett 
N. Crosby, Pat O’Brien, Oliver Hardy, and 
Lloyd Bacon. 
SPECIAL AGENT RETURNS 

Major Austin C. Taylor's Special Agent, short- 
ly after being purchased from Brookmeade 
Stable, won in quick succession the Tanforan 
Inaugural and San Francisco Handicaps. Before 
he could start again, he suffered a spread hoof, 
was eased up in training. Indian Broom, also 
a Brookmeade cast-off, took up his stablemate’s 
task of sweeping western stakes events, won the 
Shrine Derby, Peninsula Handicap, defeated Top 
Row in the Marchhank Handicap in world record 
time, came east to run third in the Kentucky 
Derby. 

At Bay Meadows May 9, Special Agent (117) 
took up A. C. T. Stock Farm silks again, raced

to a brilliant victory in the Bay Meadows Han- 
dicap ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 
miles). A length and a half behind him was 
Fred M. Aiger, Jr.’s, *Azucar (124), with H. C. 
Hatch’s Uppermost (106) in third place. Syca- 
more Stable’s Mickey’s Man (114) was fourth. 
Others were Dark Winter (114) and Ebony Lady 
(105). Time, 1:43, track fast. Stakes division, 
$5,100, $2,000, $1,000, $500. Each of the two 
winners of the $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap 
has now been beaten by one of the A. C. T. Stock 
Farm horses, which were purchased for a re- 
ported price of $9,000 for the two.

AURORA 

ECOND Saturday of the meeting, May 9, at- 

tracted about 10,000 persons to the Exposition 
Park Jockey Club's track at Aurora, where the 
principal event was a 1 1-16-mile overnight handi- 
cap, with a purse of $1,500. The feature resulted 
in an upset, when the 16-to-1 Countess Ann (100) 
won for A. A. Young in a very close finish, with 
Cristate (106) and Fire Advance (106) in second 
and third places, only a neck and a nose from 
first to third. Garden Message (102) and Salaam 
(107), the favored C. E. Davison entry, finished 
eighth and last in the 10-horse event. Six of the 
remaining seven events were claiming races, the 
exception being a six-furlong allowance race for 
3-year-old maidens and winners of one race. This 
went to G. Watts’ Panic Relief. 


ARLINGTON PARK STAKES 

An advertisement elsewhere in this issue of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE calls attention to the fact that 
on May 15 the third and last payment is due on 
the 1936 Arlington Futurity and Arlington Lassie 
Stakes. The Futurity will have an estimated 
value of about $60,000 gross, and the Lassie may 
have a gross value of nearly $40,000, as subscrip- 
tions have been heavy.

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NEW YORK 


JAMAICA TO BELMONT 


HE first of the New York meetings of the 

1936 season closed May 9, when Jamaica’s 
22-day session reached a successful conclusion, 
in a program featured by the Excelsior Handicap 
and the Rosedale Stakes. Racing moved May 11 
to Belmont Park, where a 24-day program began, 
the first day featured by the Toboggan Stakes. 

The Jamaica meeting was a wholly successful 
one. Figures for the first 20 days showed an 
increase of about 16,000, with gate receipts up 
about $35,000. Instead of the four stakes offered 
in 1935, the Jamaica meeting offered six, the 
additional two being revivals of the Jamaica 
Handicap and the Rosedale Stakes. The Jamaica 
went to George D. Widener’s Sation, with a good 
field behind him, and the Rosedale was won by 
the best 2-year-old filly development of the year, 
Goldey F., winner of all of her eight starts. The 
Wood Memorial was, as usual, an illuminating 
3-year-old trial, though the ultimate Derby win- 
ner, Bold Venture, was not among the starters. 
King Saxon, Mantagna, Psychic Bid, Cycle, and 
others, were among the better handicap per- 
formers at Jamaica. 

From the standpoint of bettors the Jamaica 
meeting was also a good one. Sixty-seven of 
the 136 favorites won, giving the meeting an 
average of almost exactly 50 per cent. New York 
tracks characteristically have a higher percent- 
age of favorites than mutuel tracks, but it is not 
usual for form to be established so well at the 
Jamaica spring meeting. 

Beside the Toboggan Stakes, five other stakes 
events appear on the card for Belmont Park’s 
first week. The Bouquet Claiming Stakes, on 
May 12, and the Hollis Claiming Stakes on May 
14, are the off-day events, and the first Saturday 
of the meeting will see the running of the 
Fashion Stakes, the Metropolitan Handicap, and 
the International Steeplechase Handicap. Of 
particular interest during the meeting are the 
Withers Stakes and the Belmont Stakes. Beside 
the usual interest attaching to these 3-year-old 
events is the possibility that in one or both 
Brevity and Bold Venture may settle the argu- 
ments which arose after the running of the 
Kentucky Derby, with C. V. Whitney’s Red Rain 
likely to dispute the 3-year-old crown with both. 
The National Stallion Stakes, to be run on clos- 
ing day, will be the most important 2-year-old 
test to its date, and the handicap ranks may find 
both Discovery and Cavalcade again under silks. 


KING SAXON REPEATS 


In the 29 runnings of the Excelsior Handicap, 
no racer had won the race twice until May 9, 
when C. H. Knebelkamp’s King Saxon (121) 
scored an easy victory. In 1935 he had won the 
event by 10 lengths; this year his margin was 
but three, but the Saxon horse had much in 
reserve at the end. Roamer and Grey Lag are 
among those which attempted doubles in the 
Excelsior, and Cherry Pie established something 
like a record by running second in 1925, 1926, 
and 1927. 

With Charley Landolt in the saddle, King 
Saxon outran his field from the beginning. After 
he had established a safe lead he was rated 
steadily along, and there were no challenges to 
repulse. King Saxon finished easily, three lengths 
in front of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Good Harvest 
(108). Though completely unable to menace the 


winner, the Vanderbilt gelding was easily best 
of the others, finishing three lengths in front of 
Middleburg Stable’s Esposa (102), with Green- 
tree Stable’s Gillie (107) in fourth place, a length 
and a half farther back. The other starters were 
Purple Knight (105), coupled with Good Harvest 
to form the Vanderbilt entry, and Malbrouk 
(10814). Time, :24, :4745, 1:12%6, 1:37%, 1:45%, 
track fast. This was one and two-fifths sec- 
onds slower than King Saxon’s time last year, 
two and three-fifths seconds slower than Sting’s 
track record. Stakes division, $5,400, $1,000, 
$500, $250.

King Saxon usually finishes first or nowhere. 
In 30 starts he has won 20 races, finished second 
once, third twice. On one occasion he finished 
third, was disqualified. He has earned $53,620. He 
was a $950 yearling purchase, and in the earlier 
part of his 3-year-old campaign was running to 
be claimed for $1,800. His dam, Poltova, won at 
three and four, and has also produced the winner 
Nadia. She is sister to Skedaddle, winner 
Meadow Brook Steeplechase. *La Russe won at 
two, and is also dam of the winners Astrakan, 
Booby Bird, and Vilna (also producer), and the 
producer Mable McKane. Joie de Vivre won 
Acorn Stakes, and also produced the winners 
Alan Breck (New, Chesterfield Stakes, and sire), 
Prestongrange (Sandringham Foal Stakes), 
Ronsard, Olderfieet, Effulgence, and Alastair, 
and the producer Jeunesse. 


EIGHT STRAIGHT 


The Rosedale Stakes, inaugurated in 1903, has 
had a varied history. Its distance has been, va- 
riously, 414, 5, and 51, furlongs. It has been run 
at Jamaica, Belmont Park, and Aqueduct. Be- 
side 1911 and 1912, when there was no major 
racing in New York, it was not run in 1909 or 
1904. After the 1932 running it was discontinued. 

This year, in response to breeders’ requests for 
better filly opportunities, the Rosedale Stakes was 
revived ($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, five fur- 
longs), and was one of the two stakes which 
featured May 9, closing day at Jamaica. Over- 
whelming favorite was Mrs. W. A. Bridges’ 
Goldey F. (119), a daughter of Tall Timber 
which had seven wins in as many starts as her 
credentials. Under the allowance conditions of 
the race, she carried top weight. Breaking to the 
front, Goldey F. outran her field from the start, 
reached the eighth-pole with two lengths to spare 
over Wheatley Stable’s Drawbridge (116), a 
daughter of *Sir Gallahad III. Drawbridge made 
a determined bid in the stretch, but when Jockey 
Willie Saunders roused Goldey F. she drew away, 
won by three lengths. Drawbridge held on to take 
second place by a nose from Greentree Stable’s 
Bad Dreams (112), a maiden daughter of St. 
Brideaux and Tossabout. Fourth was Maemere 
Farm Stable’s Maecloud (116), a High Cloud 
filly. The others were Greedy (116), Veiled Lady 
(112), and the first starter Top Gem (112). 
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Time, :23245, :47, 1:0024, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $3,525, $500, $250, $125.

E. J. Tranter, who will conduct the 
sale, said the books for this sale are filled, but 
that another sale would be held on June 6. 


TOBOGGAN SLIDE 


A rare amount of speed was brought together 
in the forty-third running of the Toboggan Han- 
dicap ($3,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six fur- 
longs) at Belmont Park on opening day, May 11, 
the first stakes of the meeting. George D. Wide- 
ner’s Sation (135), which has not been unplaced 
in his last 20 starts, was made an odds-on 
favorite, though he was giving from 12 to 33 
pounds of actual weight to the other nine mem- 
bers of the field. 

The start was a bad one, particularly for the 
favorite. There was a 10-minute delay at post, 
caused chiefly by the behavior of Clang (113), 
Clocks (38-y-0, 102), and Identify (116), the 
latter out to duplicate his 1935 Toboggan victory. 
When the start was made, Hal Price Headley’s 
Whopper (123) collided with Sation, and the 
Galetian gelding was knocked sidewise by the 
impact. Whopper was also hampered, though 
not as badly. The momentary delay, against the 
calibre of sprinters arrayed against them, was 
fatal to both. J. F. Clark, Jr.’s, Clang broke in 
front, with Clocks second, but the Brookmeade 
colt was almost immediately outrun. J. H. Whit- 
ney’s Singing Wood (120), clear of interference, 
began rushing on the leaders, and Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Postage Due (3-y-o, 109) shot forward 
to take a momentary lead at the end of a 
quarter-mile. Whopper, recovering, sprinted after 
the field, was fourth after a quarter-mile, got 
his head in front with a quarter-mile to go. 
At his throat-latch was Singing Wood, with 
Sation a half-length farther back and striding 
powerfully. In the final run to the wire, with 
Johnny Gilbert driving furiously, Singing Wood 
drew gamely away, won by a length. Sation, still 
running strongly, took second place from Whop- 
per by so small a margin that the placing judges 
asked for a photograph from the newly installed 
finish camera, before announcing their placings. 
Clang, which was in close quarters in the last 
sixteenth, was fourth, a neck behind Whopper. 


The others were far out of it. Postage Due was 
three lengths behind Clang; Psychic Bid (11514) 
was five lengths farther back; and Identify, 
Nautch (106), Tintagel (3-y-o, 112), and Clocks 
followed in order. Time, 1:1045, track fast. 
Stakes division, $3,875, $600, $300, $150.

Singing Wood had previously won the Santa 
Margarita Handicap at Santa Anita, and the 
Inaugural Handicap at Bowie this year. At two 
he won the Futurity, at three the Withers and 
the Queens County Handicap. His total record is 
37 starts, 10 wins, six times second, seven times 
third. He has earned $122,650. Particulars of his 
pedigree and history appeared in connection with 
stories of his previous 1936 stakes victories, in 
THE BLOoop-HOoRSE of January 11, page 48, and in 
that of April 11, page 497. 


BETTING TANGLE 


In 1876, as the outcome of betting contro- 
versies over the Tilden-Hayes presidential elec- 
tion, laws were passed in New York, suppressing 
betting on trotting and running tracks. Many 
New York breeders sold their horses, to the 
profit of California, Kentucky, and other sections. 
A year or so later authorities closed their eyes 
to violations of track betting laws, and racing 
began again, with betting tolerated. Through the 
eighties mutuels were operative, in conjunction 
with pool-selling. In the nineties the Percy- 
Gray law was passed, making the only penalty 
for betting within a racing or trotting enclosure 
a civil suit. In 1908 the Percy-Gray law was 
repealed, as the result of efforts by Governor 
Hughes, and in 1910 a law was passed making 
directors of race tracks liable for any violation 
of the law on their premises. In 1911 and 1912 
there was no racing at major New York tracks. 
In 1913, through the loophole of a clause which 
said “a gentleman might bet with his friend and 
exchange a memorandum of the wager,” the so- 
called oral betting system, in which no money 
passed, was begun, tracks reopened and pros- 

ered. 

° In 1934 the Hart-Agnew act, sponsored in 
1908 by Governor Hughes, was repealed, as was 
the 1910 act which made track directors liable. 
This completely removed the teeth of a New 
York constitutional amendment forbidding bet- 
ting, and in 1935 New York tracks showed tre- 
mendous gains. 

Throughout recent years New York Senate 
Majority Leader John J. Dunnigan has _ been 
pressing for adoption of legislation to permit 
pari-mutuel betting. In 1934 a pari-mutuel 
measure was passed, but was defeated in the 
1935 Legislature, with its author among those 
who voted it down. Under New York law the 
amendment must pass two successive Legisla- 
tures, be approved by referendum. At the current 
New York Assembly, Senator Dunnigan, ap- 
parently in an attempt to stampede opponents of 
pari-mutuels, asked Attorney General John J. 
Bennett, Jr., for a ruling on the present system 
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of wagering in New York. On May 6 the Attorney 
General ruled the system illegal. 

New York track operators, and New York 
bookmakers were unconcerned. Herbert Bayard 
Swope, chairman of the State Racing Commis- 
sion, pointed out that 1934 legislation removed 
betting from the criminal code, said: “Racing 
exists, not by favor, but by right.” John Cava- 
naugh, ringmaster and “czar of the bookmakers,” 
said: 

There are ambiguities in the law, and there have 
been for 40 years. . . . Through all these years the 
support and approval of the public has been the best 
gauge of how the racing administration is regarded. 

Summed up, the New York situation is this: 
The current betting system is illegal, but the 
1934 legislation removed all criminal penalties, 
made civil forfeiture the sole penalty. A loser, 
legally, could sue to recover from a_book- 
maker any sum lost by wagering. Neither is a 
bookmaker under legal compulsion to pay win- 
ning bets. Beyond this risk, which poolroom 
operators and bettors everywhere run constantly, 
there is no penalty for violation of the New York 
anti-betting laws. Summary: New York law 
makes betting illegal, provides no penalty for 
such illegality. Prediction: New York racing 
and betting will not be affected by the Attorney 
General's ruling. 


JOCKEY INJURED 

On May 5 at Jamaica race track Evening Hour 
was caught in a jam and crowded against the 
fence during the running of the sixth race. 
Jockey Tommy Malley, who was astride Evening 
Hour, was unable to prevent his foot being 
caught between the horse and rail and suffered 
a fractured instep. He was taken to a hospital 
to recover. Most of the crowding was the result 
of foul riding by Apprentice Russell Kastner, 
who was suspended for the remainder of the 
meeting (four days) and 10 additional racing 
days. 
FIVE TRIPLES 

In 1932 Johnny Gilbert was the leading jockey 
in the United States. Last year he failed to 
finish in the first 30 riders in the number of win- 
ners. His recent successes at Jamaica, however, 
augur a good year for Gilbert. Five times during 
the Jamaica race meeting Gilbert scored a triple. 
His fifth was on May 5 when he won with 
Chirac in the first race, Fumble in the fifth, and 
Phrixus in the last race. The 23-year-old youth 
from Pittsburgh, Kansas, rode triples on four 
consecutive days. On May 6 Gilbert visited the 
winner's circle twice, raising his New York total 
to 23 victories. 
SLOAN REAPPOINTED 

In 1934 John Sloan, John Hay Whitney, and 
Herbert Bayard Swope were appointed as mem- 
bers of the New York State Racing Commission. 
Their terms were to expire in two, four, and six 
years, respectively. On May 5 the term of Com- 
missioner Sloan expired and he was reappointed 
for six years by Secretary of State Edward J. 
Flynn. 
ESTES RECOVERING 

As this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE goes to press 
J. A. Estes, its editor, is reported resting com- 
fortably at St. Joseph’s hospital. On May 7 he 
underwent an operation after a two-months ill- 
ness. Attending physicians express satisfaction 
over his post-operation condition. 


RHODE ISLAND 


NARRAGANSETT PARK 


HE first full week of the current 19-day meet- 

ing at Narragansett Park ended May 9, with 
good weather and heavy support. The betting 
average throughout the week was $367,716 daily, 
with the Saturday turnover rising to $633,915. 
Including the first Saturday, the average daily 
pari-mutuel play is approximately $390,000. 
Comparison with the first 1935 meeting is diffi- 
cult, for Narragansett’s first session last year 
did not open until June 19. The first seven days 
of that meeting, however, averaged about 
$341,000 daily, or nearly $50,000 daily below the 
average at the present meeting. 

The Pawtucket track is apparently plentifully 
supplied with horses, though a fairly large pro- 
portion of the cards are made up of claiming 
events. Supporting the King Philip Handicap on 
May 9 was the overnight Scituate Purse, won by 
Arden Farms Stable’s Quel Jeu in a popular 
victory. The present week offers three stakes. 
The Providence Handicap, with $3,000 added, will 
engage 3-year-olds over the 1 1-16-mile route 
on May 13, and the Saturday feature will be the 
Governor’s Handicap, a 1%&-mile handicap for 
3-year-olds and up, with $5,000 added. The re- 
maining stakes, the Watch Hill Claiming Stakes, 
is for 2-year-olds, at 41, furlongs, and will be 
run off on Friday, May 15. 


NARRAGANSETT HANDICAP 


Following other tracks that have similar 
events on their racing programs, Narragansett 
Park arranged a “New England Owners’ Handi- 
cap” for May 15. The entries are limited to 
horses owned by bona fide residents of New Eng- 
land. Horses that have run in claiming events 
since September 1 are barred from the race. 


ANOTHER ARIEL 


For the first half of the current racing year, 
the 2-year-old racing situation has been domi- 
nated by the get of Ariel. At Santa Anita the 
sensational juvenile was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Air- 
flame, now holder of the world record for three 
furlongs. At Alamo Downs, H. and H. Stock 
Farm’s Kentucky Wonder set a new track record 
for a quarter-mile, cut a fifth of a second from 
this record in her second start, equaled the three 
furlong track record in her third. At Narragan- 
sett Park May 6, in the Jeanne d’Arc Stakes 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, 41. furlongs) 
the winner was J. T. Taylor’s Planetoid (111), an 
Ariel filly which has now won all of her three 
starts. Planetoid equaled the Narragansett track 
record for the distance. These three Ariel 2-year- 
olds have started 10 times, have not been beaten, 
have won two stakes. 

Planetoid was the odds-on favorite, and Char- 
ley Kurtsinger held her well behind the pace of 
R. L. Gerry’s Pathos (109), a High Strung filly 
which was the logical second choice. Inside the 
last 70 yards Planetoid wore down the leader, 
won by a half-length. Third was W. W. Adams’ 
Conservative (10915), a Happy Argo filly which 
had won three of her five starts, had been dis- 
qualified once. She was two lengths behind 
Pathos, an equal distance in front of Fairbanks 
and Craig’s High Haste (106), a maiden daugh- 
ter of Haste. The cthers were Mayro (109), 
Chanting (109), Yetive (103), and the first 


starters Bailylee (103) and Brave Agnes (103).

BUBBLESOME’S FIRST STAKES 

Wheatley Stable’s 3-year-old Faust (106) was 
the favorite for the Fort Adams Claiming Stakes 
($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at 
Narragansett Park May 8, but though the Dia- 
volo colt raced well he could never get in strik- 
ing distance of J. Bartell’s Bubblesome (115), 
which took the track at the start and was never 
in much danger. A few strides after the start 
Bubblesome was leading Faust, with Mrs. H. H. 
Brown’s Happy Helen (113) in third place, and 
this order held to the finish, with no great varia- 
tion in the distances between them. Bubblesome, 
ridden out, won by a length and a half, with 
Happy Helen a length behind Faust. In fourth 
place was T. S. and J. S. Mulvihill’s Mountainy 
Man (113), which moved up from seventh place 
after a half-mile, could not gain thereafter.

GALLANT PRINCE SURPRISES 


News of Omaha’s victory in his first start in 
England had hardly reached America when Gal- 
lant Prince (105) added another stakes victory 
to the score of William Woodward, and to the 
score of Gallant Fox, sire of both racers. This 
was in the King Philip Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), run at Nar- 
ragansett Park May 9. The entry of Walter E. 
O'Hara's Araho Stable, New Deal (111) and 
Howard (109) was made an odds-on favorite, 
but neither could ever engage the leaders. W. G. 
Clysdale’s Allen Z. (111), which defeated the 
sprinting Clang a week earlier, made the pace 
from the start, but the *Pharamond II gelding 
could not draw clear of Gallant Prince. Jockey 
F. Kopel had the rail with the Belair racer, and 
with a vigorous ride got him to the front at the 
last sixteenth, and won by a half-length. A 
like distance behind Allen Z. was T. B. Martin's 
Steel Cutter (102), with New Deal two and a 
half lengths farther back, a neck in front of his 
stablemate. In order followed Toro Flight (100), 
Chance Ray (104), and Toration (3-y-o, 102).

He has 
earned $11,790. *Merry Princess won at two and 
three, including the Hiawatha Handicap, and has 
also produced the winners Camp Boss, Princess 
Clovelly, Campanini (Havana Jockey Club Hand- 
icap), Xandra, and Sylvia G., the latter a full 
sister to Gallant Prince, and winner at two and 
three, 1936. *Merriment II also produced the win- 
ners Jocose, Merry Man, Merry Jest, Merry Land 
(also producer), and the producer Merry Marian. 
She was sister to *Wilful Maid II, dam of Prince 
Pal (sire of Mate, etc.), and Impetuous (dam of

PIMLICO 


NTEREST at Pimlico is centered, naturally, on 

the forty-sixth running of the Preakness 
Stakes, which will feature the closing day of the 
meeting, May 16, but officials are intrigued also 
by the fact that the current 16-day meeting 
shows a slight increase, in the matter of wager- 
ing, over that of the spring of 1935. At the end 
of the first nine days, betting totaled $2,554,893, 
a daily average of $283,877, and the turnover of 
May 9 was estimated at about $475,000, raising 
the average to about $335,000. With the Preak- 
ness Day closing the meeting, the average for 
the 16 days will probably run about $350,000 
daily. The first nine days of the 1935 spring 
meeting showed a betting average of $278,889, 
or about $5,000 less than that of the current 
session. 

On May 9 the principal attraction was the 
Dixie Handicap, but the feature was fairly well 
supported by other events. The opening event 
was a 2-year-old affair, going to Cary T. Gray- 
son’s Yodel, a son of *Strolling Player. An al- 
lowance race for 3-year-olds resulted in a con- 
siderable upset, when E. R. Bradley’s Baby Talk, 
a Blue Larkspur colt, won by a head from Walter 
M. Jeffords’ odds-on Jean Bart. 

The Preakness favorite will probably be Mor- 
ton Schwartz's Kentucky Derby winner, Bold 
Venture, but Granville, which lost his rider at 
the start of the Churchill Downs race, will have 
a chance to redeem himself, as will Teufel, win- 
ner of the Wood Memorial but a disappointment 
in the Derby. Snark may also be a starter, and 
Greentree Stable’s Memory Book, and E. R. 
Bradley’s Bow and Arrow will be getting their 
first chance at the Schwartz colt this year. 
Grand Slam and He Did are also likely starters. 


DARK HOPE’S DIXIE HANDICAP 

The Dixie Handicap, which had its thirty- 
second running at Pimlico May 9, was inaugu- 
rated in 1870 as the Dinner Party Stakes, and 
was open only to 3-year-olds, at two miles. It 
was won by the famous Preakness in that year. 
In the following year it was renamed the Reunion 
Stakes, a name which proved rather inept, as 
Harry Bassett had a walk-over. From 1872 to 
1888 it was run as the Dixie Stakes, with such 
racers as Vigil, Tom Bowling, and Hanover, 
among its winners. Thereafter it was dropped, 
was revived in 1924 as a handicap for 3-year- 
olds and up, at 1 3-16 miles. Chacolet won the 
first revival, Sarazen won the next two, and 
Diavolo, Mike Hall, Gallant Knight, and Equi- 
poise have been among the winners of the event. 

The thirty-second running ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 1 3-16 miles) brought out a 
capable field of eight, with Brookmeade Stable’s 
Good Goods (115) as the favorite. Howe Stable 
was attempting to register a double with Cycle 
(110), Mrs. Howe’s Only One having won the 
1935 running. To the front after the start went 
Cycle, setting a stiff pace, with Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Gallant Mac (109) in second place. Bobby 
Jones was holding Dark Hope (113) in fourth 
place during the early stages, pushed him up to 
third in the run down the back stretch. Though 
in tight quarters, Jones kept him on the rail, 
and as the field swung into the last turn Dark 


.Hope moved forward to displace Gallant Mac 


as the challenger. Into the stretch Cycle carried 


his lead, but he was tiring rapidly, and Dark 
Hope found no difficulty in putting him away. 
At the stretch call, Dark Hope was leading by 
three lengths, but Brookmeade Stable’s Good 
Goods, which had run an even race to move up 
when the leaders tired, bid in determined fashion 
in the final drive. Jones kept after Dark Hope, 
however, and the Martin racer came to the finish 
a length and a half in front. Third, a like dis- 
tance behind Good Goods, was Gallant Mac, with 
the tiring Cycle in fourth place. The others, in 
order, were Mantagna (110), Thursday (114), 
Stand Pat (116), and First Minstrel (112).

He did not 
race at two, has started 67 times, won 19 races, 
finished second 10 times, third eight times, and 
has earned $46,895. Dinahmeur won Pimlico 
Oaks, and is also dam of the winners Dark Sea 
(Steger, Fairmount Handicaps), Sun de Meur, 
Mint Dinah, and Sun Dinah. *White Dinah also 
produced the winner Alldin. Dark Dinah won 
Evanston Nursery Plate, and produced Grand 
Fleet (Duke of York, July, Spring, Ditch Stakes, 
Stockton Handicap), Dinah Dear (Montrose, 
Lowther Handicaps, and dam of the stakes win- 
ner Flying Dinah), and the winners Southerner 
and Dusk. 


COURT TO DECIDE OWNERSHIP 


Ownership of eight Thoroughbreds in Mary- 
land is to be decided by Maryland courts. Mrs. 
Elsie Gohlinghorst, of Baltimore, has filed suit 
asking the court to determine the ownership of 
Rock Miss, Okay Winchell, Miss Ormondale, 
Calome, Pike, Apathy, Militiaman, and Dark 
Law. The defendants are Joseph A. Marino, his 
wife, Anne E. Marino, his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Robert Marion, Robert M. Rock, Jr., the Mary- 
land Racing Commission, and the Maryland 
Jockey Club. Mrs. Gohlinghorst sets out in her 
suit that in November, 1934, she gave Marino 
$3,000 to invest in a financial concern and one 
year later learned he had purchased the horses 
instead. Pimlico stewards recently barred Okay 
Winchell, Apathy, and Militiaman pending deter- 
mination of ownership. 


VETERINARIAN INJURED 


Dr. Henry J. McCarthy, veterinarian for the 
Maryland State Racing Commission at all tracks 
in that state, suffered a bad cut on his left hand 
while operating on a horse at Pimlico. The 
operation was being performed in a barn along- 
side the street car tracks. The clanging of a 
car bell excited the animal and caused it to 
lunge, resulting in Dr. McCarthy’s cutting him- 
self severely. His injury is not serious. Dr. J. 
Fred Adams, of Glen Wild Farm, near Catons- 
ville, Md., is ill from a mouth infection. “Rocky” 
Rockwell, who has charge of program sales at 
Pimlico, suffered lead poisoning in both hands. 
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KENTUCKY 


CHURCHILL DOWNS 


OR the third successive Saturday, Churchill 

Downs enjoyed fine racing weather on May 
9, and the first 13 days of the 19-day venture 
have had very little difficulty with conditions. 
As a consequence the Downs meeting is proving 
more successful than any in recent years. The 
increase in stakes values has brought better 
horses to Louisville, and the Bashford Manor 
Stakes, run May 9, was probably the best 2-year- 
old test of the season. The Clark Handicap, on 
opening day, with Corinto, Ariel Cross, and Cold- 
stream in the placed positions, also was a better 
event than it has been for some years. The 
remaining stakes event is the Kentucky Oaks, 
offered for May 16, and Mary Terry, Seventh 
Heaven, Brendard, and Two Bob are among the 
probable starters. 

Beside the stakes feature on May 9, three 
other non-claiming events were offered. The first 
race was an allowance event won by E. R. Brad- 
ley’s Bootmaker, after a bitter duel with Mrs. 
E. Denemark’s Higher Cloud. The second, for 
maiden 2-year-olds, resulted in a victory for 
Clyde Van Dusen’s Hy Sonny, the tenth High 
Time juvenile to win this season. An overnight 
handicap, run as the fifth race, brought the 
upset of the odds-on Ariel Cross, which finished 
fifth after a difficult journey. The winner was 
Shady Brook Farm Stable’s Visigoth, which got 
to the front in the last eighth-mile to win from 
Mrs. Denemark’s Top Dog. 


MURPH’S BASHFORD MANOR 

It was freely predicted that the thirty-fifth 
running of the Bashford Manor Stakes ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs), which was the 
feature race at Churchill Downs on May 9, would 
bring together the largest and best field that had 
gone to the post in this race for a number of 
years. The race fulfilled that prediction. Sixteen 
juveniles answered the call, five more than ran 
for the prize in 1935. Horsemen, generally, 
agreed it was the finest group that had con- 
tested in this stakes for some time. With a 
group of 2-year-olds as large as was this one 
the wretched start was not unexpected. Gin 
Daisy (119) got a running start on the others 
from No. 2 post position, while Kermay (114), 
which started next to the rail, appeared to be 
shut off, which meant practically being left. 
Foolish Moment (119) was in No. 16 position and 
started outside the stall gate along with Billion- 
aire (122), which had caused much of the six- 
minute delay. Foolish Moment, owned by Charles 
T. Fisher and coupled with Shootin’ High (119) 
and Sweepalot (122) as the Dixiana entry, broke 
well enough and Jockey Stevenson soon had 
the filly on top. Gin Daisy was unable to keep 
up with the leaders, but Little Empress (122) 
went along with Foolish Moment until the field 
reached the stretch. There the Milky Way Farm 
Stable’s Murph (122), which had got away far 
back, and had freed himself from the early jam- 
ming, reached the front by more than two 
lengths and came on to win the easiest stakes 
triumph that has been scored during the Louis- 
ville spring meeting. At the wire the black 
gelded son of Haste—Black Gertie, by Black 
Toney, was four lengths in front of his field. 
The Dixiana filly, which had been forced to sur- 
render the command when Murph found racing 
room, held the place safe by two lengths from 


Prairie Dog (117). The latter also ran a splen- 
did race after getting free from the early con- 
gestion. 

Prairie Dog, owned by Elmer D. Shaffer, ran 
coupled as an entry with Evening Tide (114), 
owned by C. B. Shaffer, whose horses race under 
the name of Coldstream Stud. All three horses 
in the money ran as entries. Shootin’ High and 
Sweepalot, included in the Dixiana Farm entry, 
finished fourth and fifth, respectively. Fast Ex- 
press (122) and Dogaway (125) completed Mrs. 
Ethel V. Mars’ Milky Way Farm Stable’s entry. 
They finished far back as did the other Cold- 
stream horse. The winning entry went to the 
post as slightly more than a two-to-one favorite 
and paid $6.20 in the $2 straight mutuels. Col. 
E. R. Bradley’s Billionaire was held at second 
choice by the players, but the Idle Hour Farm 
colt was slow getting away from the gate, was 
forced to race wide throughout, but made up 
ground in the stretch. Other starters were Proph 


(122) , Chenault (117), Ginocchio (117), and 
Viajero (118). Murph ran the five-eighths in 
one-fifth of a second more than record time.

Murph was one of the yearlings which Col. E. 
R. Bradley sold at Saratoga last August, and 
was bought by Milky Way Farms (Mrs. Ethel 
V. Mars) for $6,000. As Murph was led out of 
the ring, Billionaire was led in, was bid in by 
Col. Bradley for $8,500. Murph began his racing 
career with a victory at Santa Anita January 2, 
scored gain January 18. He was twice second to 
the sensational Airflame at California, then won 
again. His only previous start at Louisville found 
him second to Foolish Moment. In all he has 
started seven times, won four races, finished three 
times second, has earned $9,240. Black Gertie 
won, and has also produced the winner Betty 
Betty. Busy Joe won 11 races, and is also dam 
of the winners Boy o Boy, Bag-Stock-Joe, and 
Bayamo, and the producer Buoyant. Bandello 
produced 11 winners, including Oil Man (13 wins 
including Adirondack Handicap and sire), and 
Bac (Amateur Cup), and the producers Freesia, 
Blue Paradise, Burnt Orange, and Blue Jeans. 
Bandello is half-sister to Celt. 


TAX PROBLEM 

When Kentucky's gross receipts tax went into 
effect on July 1, 1934, the state tax commission 
claimed a 3 per cent tax on the entire receipts— 
pari-mutuel turnover, admission, concessions, and 
so forth—-of Kentucky tracks. Tracks retaliated 
that the 3 per cent tax applied only to that 
part of the turnover retained by the track, and 
that the gross receipts tax, offered “in lieu of 
all other taxes”, automatically repealed the 
daily license fee of $2,500 daily at Latonia and 
Churchill Downs, $500 daily at Dade Park. Ac- 
cordingly tracks paid to the tax commission only 
the gross receipts tax, which amounted to ap- 
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proximately $65,000 to the end of the 1935 
racing season. The Kentucky Court of Appeals 
held, on May 5, that the gross receipts tax did 
not repeal the daily license fee, that Kentucky 
tracks owed $185,000 to the state. 

In the meanwhile, the gross receipts tax had 
been repealed, and the daily license fee reduced 
to $1,000 daily at Latonia, with Churchill Downs 
continuing to pay $2,500 daily, and Dade Park 
$500. Encouraged by the success of the Churchill 
Downs meeting, and the lowered tax rate, La- 
tonia asked for and received a 12-day extension, 
doubled values of all stakes except the Latonia 
Derby, announced general increases in purses for 
overnight events. Churchill Downs also gained 
something from the decision, when Commissioner 
Osso W. Staniey held that the City of Louisville 
could not enforce an ordinance taxing Churchill 
Downs, which it had previously done. 


LATONIA’S DERBY 

Bold Venture may have the chance to ac- 
complish what no other winner of the Kentucky 
Derby has been able to do. Morton L. Schwartz 
has nominated his chestnut son of *St. Germans 
and Possible for the Latonia Derby that will be 
run on May 23.

In addition to Bold Venture, others which 
started in the Kentucky Derby that have been 
nominated for the Latonia race include Granville, 
Merry Pete, Holl Image, Coldstream, The Fighter, 
Sangreal, and He Did. Other noteworthy nomi- 
nations are Bow and Arrow, *Isolater, Count 
Morse, Erin Torch, Silas, Memory Book, Holly- 
rood, Rushaway, Tatterdemalion, and Dnieper. 


LATONIA STAKES DATES 


Stakes dates for the Latonia meeting that 
opens on May 23 and closes on July 4 have been 
announced by Col. Matt J. Winn, executive di- 
rector of the northern Kentucky race track. The 
Latonia Derby, richest of all the seven stakes 
races on the program, will be run for on opening 
day. The Derby has an added value of $15,000 
and carries an additional prize of $5,000 if the 
winner of the Kentucky Derby, Morton L. 
Schwartz’s Bold Venture, is the winner. The 
complete Latonia stakes schedule is as follows: 
May 23 Latonia Derby, $15,000 added, 3-year-olds, 114 
miles.

THOROUGHBRED CLUB 

Several months ago Dr. W. W. Dimock spoke 
before the Thoroughbred Club of America on 
“The Animal Disease Problem.’’ Time did not 
permit the speaker, who is head of the depart- 


ment of animal pathology at the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, to complete his talk 
at that meeting. On May 8 Dr. Dimock was 
again invited to speak before the club, of which 
he is a member, and his talk at that luncheon 
was a continuation of what he had previously 
discussed. His discussion included diseases that 
cause blindness in horses and abortion in brood- 
mares and what had been accomplished toward 
stopping them. He outlined what progress science 
had made in checking these, and emphasized that 
the study of horse diseases had not been neg- 
lected, but that the movement of horses from 
one section to another and the transmission of 
their diseases had been so fast that science has 
had a difficult time in keeping abreast. 

Dr. Dimock said it was his personal opinion 
that a large part of the leg troubles found in 
Thorcughbreds could be traced directly to year- 
ling trials and excessive 2-year-old racing. The 
Thoroughbred is required to carry a heavy boy 
in yearling trials and as a 2-year-old, when it is 
by no means mature, and the damage done then 
may not reveal itself until later, he said. Proper 
nutrition and freedom from parasites and dis- 
eases will do much to overcome this trouble, the 
speaker said. Dr. Dimock was introduced by 
Samuel L. Look, who is arranging the club’s 
programs for the current month.

OMAHA WINS ABROAD 


ILLIAM WOODWARD’S Omaha _ proved 

himself a powerful American threat for the 
Ascot Gold Cup, to be run June 18, when he won 
the 11,-mile Victor Wild Stakes at Kempton 
Park May 9, carrying 129 pounds to a one and 
one-half length victory over five other satrters. 
Jockey Pat Beasy, who had the mount on the 
4-year-old son of Gallant Fox, held the Belair 
colt back during the first mile. Then he gave 
the American horse his head, and Omaha, with a 
terrific burst of speed, shot to the front to win 
almost as he pleased. Though it was the first 
English showing for the 1935 3-year-old cham- 
pion, Omaha was favored at 4 to 5. Mrs. Mac- 
Donald Buchanan’s Montrose was second, Lady 
Abergavenny’s Lobau third, five lengths behind 
the second horse. Marshall Field’s Enfield was 
unplaced. Omaha, which has been in charge of 
Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, was making his 
first start since the Arlington Classic last July, 
when he set a new track record of 2:0125 for 
the mile and a quarter. 


TAJ AKBAR 


Of the three candidates which may carry the 
silks of the Aga Khan in the one hundred and 
fifty-third running of the Epsom Derby May 27, 
Taj Akbar was the least prominent at two. Re- 
cently doubts have been expressed concerning the 
ability of Bala Hissar and Mahmoud to stay the 
mile and one-half of the Derby, and Taj Akbar 
may become the best liked of the three. On May 
5, at Chester, Taj Akbar won the Chester Vase 
by three lengths from Mrs. J. Shand’s Thanker- 
ton, also a Derby candidate, with Lord Derby’s 
Bobsleigh, a 4-year-old, in third place. The Ches- 
ter Vase, for 3- and 4-year-olds, is about 11, 
miles. 

Taj Akbar raced three times at two, did not 
win. He is by Fairway, which has already sired 
this year’s winners of the Two Thousand Guineas 
and the One Thousand Guineas. Taj Akbar’s dam 
is Taj Shirin, by Gainsborough. She won a 
maiden plate at two, and Taj Akbar is her first 
foal to live to racing age. 


BALA HISSAR’S TEETH 


The English sporting writer Mankato writes 
that the Aga Khan's Bala Hissar, one of the 
more prominent Derby candidates, has been 
handicapped by teething troubles. The first and 
second temporary molars, which should have al- 
ready been shed, had not behaved properly, and 
it was necessary to extract them. Since per- 
manent molars are soon up after the temporary 
teeth are gone, the difficulty is expected to be 
soon over. 


STORY BEHIND MERRY PETE 


Owner William Woodward thought more of 
Gallant Fox at the outset of the 1930 3-year-old 
champion’s racing career than did Trainer James 
Fitzsimmons. The same was true when Omaha 
started preparations for the 3-year-old campaign 
last year. Trainer Fitzsimmons thought they 
were good, but believed on each occasion that 
the Woodward stable included better prospects. 
That is the story behind the starting of Merry 
Pete in the 62nd Kentucky Derby. Mr. Wood- 
ward earlier in the year had shown a fancy to 
Merry Pete, Trainer Fitzsimmons to Granville. 


DOPE 
ANSLINGER DENIES 
ECENT reports that legislation had been 


drafted, at the request of the Federal Bureau 

of Narcotics, to prevent interstate shipment of 
horses which had been doped, were denied by 
Federal Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger some 
time ago, in a statement published in a Wash- 
ington newspaper. Commissioner Anslinger said 
such legislation had been considered a year ago, 
but that there was now no need for it, as the 
cooperation of the N. A. S. R. C., in recommend- 
ing the testing of saliva from all winners, made 
such a federal restriction unnecessary. 
DAMS OF DERBY HORSES 

Fourteen horses went to post in the sixty- 
second running of the Kentucky Derby. Only 
four of them had passed through the auction 
ring: Bold Venture, bid in by Mr. Schwartz, Holl 
Image, The Fighter, and Sangreal. However, 
eight of the dams of the horses in the Derby 
field were sold in Fasig-Tipton company auctions. 
Possible (dam of Bold Venture) and Ormonda 
(dam of Brevity) were sold in sales of horses in 
training. The dams of Indian Broom and Cold- 
stream were sold as yearlings at Saratoga, as 
were the dams of Gold Seeker and Sangreal. 
Dinah Did, dam of He Did, was sold as a brood- 
mare at Lexington, and Virginia L., dam of 
Teufel, was passed without a bid as a yearling, 
later foaled Canter, Single Foot, and other 
winners. 

NED REIGH, which was prevented by illness 
from racing in the Derby, was reported last week 
as being considerably improved.

CHARLES TOWN PLANS 

HARLES TOWN opens its 31-day meeting 

on May 30. More than. 150 Thoroughbreds 
already are quartered there and all of the 700 
stalls are expected to be filled by opening day. 
Other horses will be vanned daily to the track 
to race. The Charles Town Jockey Club has an- 
nounced George Palmer will act as starter, that 
the Bahr starting gate will be used, and that 
patrons from Washington and Baltimore will 
enjoy train service to and from the main en- 
trance to the track. 


STANDING RESTORED 

On December 28, 1935, the West Virginia State 
Racing Commission suspended Trainer Chester 
Adams for one year. On April 30 of this year 
the commission announced Trainer Adams had 
been restored to good standing for the West 
Virginia racing season. Effectually, Adams’ sus- 
pension was operative only while Charles Town 
was closed. 


BEULAH PARK OPENS 

HE Ohio racing season opened, in extremely 

modest fashion, at Beulah Park, Columbus, on 
May 9, where a 25-day meeting began. Six of the 
seven events on opening day were claiming events, 
the winner of the best of them racing to be claim- 
ed for $900. The remaining event was an over- 
night handicap, won by Mrs. K. B. Starr’s Ingle 
Nook, a 77-year-old Whisk Broom II gelding. De- 


spite the cheapness of the horses there, horse- 
men who went to Beulah Park last year were well 
pleased with the manner in which the racing was 
conducted, and there seem to be plenty of horses 
at the present session. 

No meeting has yet been scheduled at Ohio’s 
principal track, Coney Island, which went into 
receivership leaving a great many debts last year. 
Racing in the Buckeye State will probably be con- 
fined to the small tracks at Akron, Cleveland, 
Youngstown, and the like. 


TRAINER REINSTATED 


On April 21 Judge Henry L. Scarlett of the 
Ohio Common Pleas Court ruled that the Ohio 
State Racing Commission must give Virgil Car- 
michael a hearing. Carmichael, owner and 
trainer, had been ruled off of all tracks in 
America on September 5, 1935, on a charge of 
fixing races. The commission convened on May 
8 and reinstated Carmichael to good standing. 
PARI-MUTUELS IN PENNSYLVANIA 

The perennial pari-mutuel bill prepared by 
Representative C. A. Baldi, of Philadelphia, will 
be presented to the Pennsylvania Legislature 
this year. It is being presented, this year, as a 
revenue measure, and will realize, according to 
its author, $2,000,000 yearly. During the legis- 
lative session of 1935, Baldi’s bill passed the 
House, almost passed the Senate. 


WRITER DIES 

Amos W. Parris, 84, writer and founder of a 
horse magazine at Cleveland, died at his home 
there on April 26. Funeral services were held 
on April 28.
